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REMARKS 

The Examiner is thanked for the performance of a thorough search. Claims 1,5,7,9, 11, 
13, 15, 17, 25, 29, 31, 33, 35, 37, 39, 41, 49, and 52 are amended. Claims 2-4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 
16, 18, 26-28, 30, 32, 34, 36, 38, 40, 42, 45-48, and 50-51 are canceled. No claims are added or 
withdrawn. No new matter has been added. Therefore, Claims 1, 5, 7, 9, 10, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19- 
20, 25, 29, 31, 33, 35, 37, 39, 41, 43-44, 49, and 52 are pending in the application. 

Each issued raised in the Office Action is addressed hereinafter. 
I. CLAIM REJECTIONS - § 102/§ 103 

Claims 1, 3, 18-19, 25, 27, 42-43, and 49, 51-52 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 
as allegedly anticipated by Shafie-Khorasani (U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0235280). 

Claims 20 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over 
Shafie-Khorasani in view of Harvey (U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0177208). 

The rejections are respectfully traversed. 

A. CLAIMS 1. 25. 49. 52 

The Office Action mailed December 13, 2007 ("Office Action") indicates that Claims 4- 
17 and 28-41 are allowable if rewritten to incorporate the limitations of the base claim(s) on 
which they depend. (Office Action, page 5). Claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the 
limitations of Claims 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, and 16 as alternatives in a Markush group. Thus, the 
scope of Claim 1 is the same as the scope of each of allowable Claims 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, and 16 
as previously presented. Therefore, present Claim 1 is allowable for at least the same reasons 
that Claims 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, and 16 were indicated to be allowable. 

Claims 25, 49, and 52 are amended similar to Claim 1. Therefore, Claims 25, 49, and 52 
are allowable for at least the same reasons that Claim 1 is allowable. 
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Consequently, Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 1, 25, 49, and 52 are now in 
condition for allowance. 

B. CLAIMS 3. 18.27.42.51 

Claims 3, 18, 27, 42, and 51 have been canceled. Applicant respectfully submits that the 
rejection of those claims is now moot. Withdrawal of the rejection with respect to Claims 3, 18, 
27, 42, and 51 is respectfully requested. 

C. REMAINING CLAIMS 

The pending claims not discussed so far are dependant claims that depend on an 
independent claim that is discussed above. Because each dependant claim includes the features 
of claims upon which they depend, the dependant claims are patentable for at least those reasons 
the claims upon which the dependant claims depend are patentable. Removal of the rejections 
with respect to the dependant claims and allowance of the dependant claims is respectfully 
requested. 

II. CONCLUSION 

For the reasons set forth above, it is respectfully submitted that all of the pending claims 
are now in condition for allowance. Therefore, the issuance of a formal Notice of Allowance is 
believed next in order, and that action is most earnestly solicited.
